ing tho relations of this government to 
existing or other fovernmenc of tlie isl- 
tmds and protection of our citizens is 
paramount and in you alone, acting in 
to-operation with the commander o£ 
the naval fores?, is vested full discre- 
tion and power to determine when such 
forces should be landed or withdrawn " 


Among other things stated by Secre- 


tary Gresham are that Minister Stevens 
will be instructed to furnish Blount 
needed assistance, and would perform 
the usual functions of minister; that 
while the United States cjaims no right 
to interfere in internal conflicts, tiiis 
government will i.dhere to its consist- 
ent and established policy, and it will 
hot acquiesce in domestic interference 
by other powers. A" the end of his in- 
structions, Mr. .Bluuru, added the fol- 
lowing postscript: "While I shall re- 
frain from interference between con- 
flicting forces of whatever nationality 
for supremacy. I iril'l protect American 
citizens not participating in such con- 
flict." 


These few lines created great excite- 


ment as they were regarded by all 
parties as a plain invitation to the 
royalists to make trouble. The roval- 
ists, however, say they are not now pre- 
pared to take advantage of Blount's no- 
tice, but will wait the decision of the 
United States. K the islands are an- 
nexed they and the queen will submit 
to the inevitable and become good 
Americans. If the islands aremot an- 
nexed, as the royalists firmly believe 
they will not be then there may be 
trouble. 
The provisional government, 


although it does not look for any dis- 
turbance, is strengthening its position 
and claim to bo <ble to hold together 
for several years until a new adminis- 
tration, if annexation is refused by 'vlr. 
Cleveland. 


On May 17 the news of Mr. Blount's 


appointment as United States minister 
to Hawaii arrived. Mr. Blount imme- 
diately took the oath of office and en- 
tered upon his ne^r duties. Mr. Blonnt, 
however, will not accept the position 
permanently, but will ask to be relieved 
ns soon as practicable.

EVERY LITTLE HELPS. 


Secretary Ileroert Will Sa\c Something 


in Tenting Armor. 


NEW YORK, June 1.—Secretary Her- 


bert has taken a step which will result 
in great economy to the government. 
He has authorized the ordinance bureau 
to send to Bethlehem, Pa., ono of the 
naval 10-inch guns. This gun will be 
used at the private proving ground of 
the Bethlehem ironworks in the accept- 
ance tests of heavy armor. 


Under the terms of the contracts for 


armor the two firms which supply 
this material mtisi; send a plate irom 
each lot for attack under certain condi- 
tions. Upon the result of the test de- 
pends the acceptance of the lot and tho 
paymeut of the premium to the con- 
tractor. 


These plates are tested at the Indian 


Head proving ground on tho Potomac 
and the cost of brin.<ing the plate from 
from Bethlehen or Pittsburg to Indian 
Dead is about §5.000. As the Bethle- 
hem people have a proving ground of 
their own, these plates can be fired upon 
at Bethlehem as well as at Indian Head, 
and with a great saving of money. 


The Bethlehem firm has a G-inch and 


an S-inch pun of their own, and use 
them in testing for their -own informa- 
tion. Tho Carnegie people have no 
proving ground, arid their location near 
Pittsburg Aoss not admit of firingheavy 
ordnance. The Carnegie plates there- 
fore must be sent; to Indian Head, but 
the attacks u pen the Bethlehem plates 
will be made by tho ordnance officers at 
Bethlehem.

JeffcTbOnvillc, Ind,,in 1S.")7 from Wayno 
county to servo a life sentence for mur- 
der. 
After serving two years there ho 


was transferred with others to this city 
to assist in building the northern prison. 
After the labor was finished be worked 
on contracts until ho grew old, and then 
during the warden Jiip of the late Charles 
Mayno in tho seventies ho became ,1 
"trusty" and it farmhand. As he ad- 
vanced in ai;o his oddities grew upon 
him. 
Divly in his prison career lie form- 


ed a strong attachment for dumb ani- 
mals and made pets of dogs, rabbit?, 
squiircls and foxes. Ho also developed 
into K great hunter and trapper and 
would frequently turn bis skill to finan- 
cial account. 


Once during tho Mayno regime Bob 


got lost while hunting in Porter county, 
west of tho city, and actually hired a 
ir.an to bring Mm back to the prison. In 
lt'77 Governor Williajns offered Robin- 
eon a. pinion, but he rejected it.—Micb- 
gau City Cor.

Thac.doHs Stevens was at that tune just 
beginning to make a reputation in poli- 
tics and bad seized upon the anti-Masomo 
idea for uss in Pennsylvania, as it had 
been so successfully worked by Thurlow 
|We^l and bis lieutenants in New York 
state. Tho feeling was groiring in Penn- 
sylvania, and young Brown thought it 
would be a good stroke) of business for 
him to go to Albany, have a look at 
Thurlow Weed and others, snip their 
Uketess oat in silhouette, and besides 
getting a fea from them Tor tho work 
duplicate the pictures for sale among 
tho anti-Masonic enthusiasts in Pennsyl- 
vania and elsewhere. 


"Be went to Albany early in August,

"He was one of the passengers on the 


train, and when it returned to Albany 
he cut with his scissors on exact picture

Another section of housekeep- 
ing will be simplified by tho girl of the 
future—cooking. 
Good cooks map be 


rare, bnt all cooking is overdone. 
We 


are passing dangerously through the era 
of annual sacrifice, sweetened starch, 
boiled dough and celluloid pie. Tho girl 
of the futnrt will abandon these moans 
of suicido and adopt a wholesome, uat- 
ural diet, largely of the fruits which 
come to us iu such orderly succession 
and generous abundance, ready for use, 
an economy of tuae and labor and money, 
and especially of health, which is bej ond 
present computation. 


"Housecleaning will not be a buga- 


boo to the girl of the future. It was » 
woman wi.o wrote thatmelancholypoom 
expressing the desire to 'die in antnmn 
time.' Sho wanted to get away before 
the fall cleaning sot in.

If the be nn 
architect or jeweler or an electrical en- 
gineer or a steam plow driver, sho will 
not rob a cook by mutilating a dinner or 
a dressmaker by amateur cutting and 
sewing or a milliner by erecting her own 
bonnet, not a bit sooner than sho will 
buy pine and brimstone and make her 
own matches and embarrass tho oriirfnal 
'Blue Den.' 


"Matches are satisfactory already. 


Cooking will bo when cooks choose tlieir 
profession for lovo of it and aio tr lined 
and paid and honored and people are 
fined who cook without knowing how. 
The dressmaker by choice and prepara- 
tion will bo an artist, and tho girl of tho 
future will not come apart at unseason- 
able times in public places. 


"So it will be seen that, although a mi- 


nority of tho girls of the futuro will 
sometimes choose and prepare to bo law- 
yers or astronomers or civil engineers, 
instead of housekeepers, tho homo of tho 
future and tho husband—and in this case 
he spells it with a big II—will not bo left 
to tho mercy of incompetent and exas- 
perating servant;.. Not at all. Tho sew- 
ing girl of tho future will not be a s:rv- 
ant, except in that general sense in which 
we are all servants in just solar as wo 
servo humanity. 
Wo aro servants ui (oo 


small a degiee, every ono of us. The 
honso helper will not bo incompetent, 
because tho development and training of 
woman for her best and truest work 
will havo extended to her, and she will bo 
maid of housework because &ho loves it 
and is better adapted to it than to imv 
other employment. She will presido :n 
the kitchen with skill and science, and 
yon will not pay her $0 a month and ask 
her to take as part of her wages a dirty 
woolen petticoat and a pair of rcismated 
shoes, importunate for repairs; neither 
will you underfeed her and offer her a 
precarious ironing board across two 
chairs for a bed. 


"The service girl of tho future will be 


paid porhapB double or treble her pre sent 
wages, with wholesome food, a cheerful 
room, an opportunity to sco an occa- 
sional cousin and some leisure for recre- 
ation. At present this would bo ruinous, 
and why? Because too frequently tho 
family has only ono producer. The wife 
is tho consumer, producing only nioro 
consumers 
Daughters grow up aiul 


around a man liko 'lilies of tho field. 
They toil not, neither do they spin. And 
yet I say unto you that oven Solomoa in 
all his glory was not arrayed lijco ouo of 
these.' 


"As I began to say, every member of 


every family of tho filters will bo a pro- 
ducer of some kind and in some degree. 
Tlio only ono who has the right of ex- 
emption is the mother, for a child can 
hardly bo born with cheerful views of 
living whoso mother's life has been for 
its sake a double burden. From this root 
spring melancholy, infidelity, insanity, 
suicide. The production of human soula 
is the highest production of all, the one 
which requires most preparation, truest 
worth, gravest caro and holiest consecra- 
tion. If the girl of the futuro recognizes 
this truth, she will havo made an advance 
indeed. Exit apart from this condition 
every member of tho family should be a 
material producer, and then tho produ- 
cer in tho kitchen will get such reinun ora- 
ation for her skill as will forbid her to 
be the hopeless, shirking, migratory crea- 
ture of today. 


"Much might bo said of what the girl 


of tho future will not do, but time for- 
bids. She will occupy desirable positions 
and owo her success to her fitness and 
worth. She will hold and enlarge her 
place in tho professions. She will almost 
monopolize lighter occupations. She will 
fill a majority of the government offices. 
Sho will be chief of division, head of bu- 
reau, consul, superintendent of industrial 
schools, director of insane, inebriate aiid 
orphan asylums. She will bo on the civil 
service commission, immigration boc,rds, 
boards of health, inauguration commit- 
tees, college faculties, in senate and 
house, probably on tho supreme bench, 
possibly in the cabinet, perhaps in the 
president's chair."—Washington Star.

She, too, hko Mrs. Madison, was amia- 


ble and of charming manners, but she 
turned from tho world forever when hor 
great husband fell in the duel with Bnrr, 
and from that tune, her own children 
first, and closo to tncm in her interest 
tlio orphans of tho i>oor, rec en ed all her 
attention. Mn. Ua'nilton wan tho chief 
founder of the Orphan Asylum of Now 
York. Sho saw its fiftieth anniversary, 
eho baw the other charities that grew 
out of it—tho Children's Aid society is 
one—and though her quiet life is ended 
her good woiks go on, and her family as 
well iis her memory are living parts of 
them. 


Mrs. Ilamiltou v.is very small and 


light of figure. Her dark, bright eyes 
and white hair gavo her a marquise ef- 
fect, and her widow's dress gave the 
framing which suited her years and name. 
She was very fond of j oung people and 
would tell us things,—incidentally— 
which made tho early hardships and pen- 
alties of tho \var for independence very 
real.

of whisky.

the handsome, gracious, society loving 
Mrs. Madison and the gentle "widow of 
Alexander Hamilton." But Washington 
ia the wrecking ground of gieat names. 
There aro to be saen now, thankfully 
working for slender pay and tremblingly 
anxious to keep it safe amid tlio changes 
in tho departments, descendants of pres- 
idents, chief justices, of secretaries of the 
treasury, of Jcffersm, Franklin, and of 
others of later names—men who gave 
literally their all to their country, and 
who deserved tho piaiee Talleyrand gave 
of Hamilton, of whom he said: "I have 
seen true public virtue. I have seen the 
minister of nuance, who gave wealth to 
hia country, toiling through the late 
hours of tho night to gain a support for 
his young family."—Mrs. JesausB.
